Ask the average rniasionary in 
the Chinese quarter of an American 
city whether the almond-eyed 
grown-ups care for their children, 
and he will answer in a voice of 
mingled astonishment and sadness: 
" My dear brother, these people 
come of a race who sell their girls 
as slaves. How can they love their 
children ?" 

But despite the fact that he work 
among Mongolians, the missionary 
frames his point of view in much 
the same manner as does the aver- 
age American. A Chinaman, 
pagan of a thousand ancestors, is 
not in the habit of taking a white 
preacher into his confidence. Both 
th§ missionary and the layman 
must judge the Chinaman l)y what 
he shows them — a stolid, inscrut- 
able countenance and a tongue that 
is well bridled. 

Once in a rare while, however, a 
white devil comes along to whom 
the Chinaman will reval his fender 
side. He may be moved to do this 
for many reasons — the white man 
can speak Ihe language of the 
Flowery kingdom; he has protected 
the laundry man from a crowd of 
nagging boys; or he has known 
John for years, and constant inter 
course brings about tlie revelation. 
It is to men of this sort that such 
stories of the Chinaman's love of 
his oflfspring are told as that one 
which has a rich and influential 
merchant of New York's Chinatown 
for its hero. 

This par-ticular merchant came 
from China some twenty y<'ars airo 
From the day he started in ironing 
shirts prosperfy ft)l lowed hinr, and 
soon he was aide to set up as a mer- 
chant in Mott Sti-eet. Then, as time 
went along and his savings grew, 
he began looking aroirnd for a wife. 
He found her in the ludle of the 
colony, and soon thereafter the 
street was merry with the wedding 
festivities. 

For five years the mer'chani and 
his wife were childless, and tlien 
one morning, when the man went 
into his store to serve his cuslornfis 
with lea, his face was filled with a 
great joy.

Then, although he 
was a good Buddhist, the laiher 
turned to Amer-ican physicians, but 
they, too, shook their heads 
"Your soon will not live the year 
out," they said. ■* 

The merchant was beside himself 
with giief. Money he had a-jdetty, 
but only one son — arrd the boy was 
all the more pr*>cious to him because 
the mother had died while giving 
him life. How to save the ohiid 
was the one thought that ran 
through his mind.

And as they gathered the i-oofs 
his father had told him that those 
same roots had been used in the 
family for generations and had 
nevtr failed to cure the trouble 
He had V)een a mere boy at the 
time — the years had all but obliter- 
ated the incident from ^ris memory. 
But now it had all come back to 
him, and the father took fresh 
hope. He went into the room 
where r<ie child lay, peeked, gradu- 
ally dying. 

" Light of my eye," he said, " I 
am going far away to get a wonder- 
ful root that will make you well 
again." 

Then he committed the boy to an 
aunt's care, and a few days later, 
when he had received his return 
paper, he was speeding across the 
continent for China. 

In four months he was back in 
New York. In the nreantime he 
had gone to Canton, spent days in 
a river boat, then traveled on foot 



many miles until the field where 
the wondefnl root grew was reached. 
He brought back great bundles of 
tlie herb and a certain kind of gin- 
seng for giving strength to his bo}' 
after the other root had accomplish, 
ed its purpose.

Some few months ago a boy fi'oin 
Mott Sti-eet, Lu Long How by name, 
went uptown to visit a cousin who 
runs a laundry. While there he ac 
(•■denlally l)acked up against a red- 
hot stove ami before he could niov<- 
Ids liack was bailly burned. 

The boy was taken to the hospital, 
where despite all that could Ire done, 
the tiurns would not heal and the 
chiM's lite was despaired of 

"The only thing that will save 
him," the (l,>ctors told his fatln-r, 
"is skin grafting." 

After the Chinaman had graspeil 
what skiir grafting meant, he put a 
haiid to histliroat, and th*- next mo- 
ment was slan<linu nuked to the 
Vaist hefoi-e Ihe doctors.

To him who knows the American 
Chinese well, their love of their 
sons and datmhters is also di^'play- 
ed in their every day solicitude for 
the health of the youngsters. " He 
who lets his children he weaklings 
is a weakliritf in his love," is a 
rough translation of a Chinese pro- 
verb. 

In their efforts to keep their chil- 
dren strong and healthy the parents 
of Chinese colonies, notably those 
in New York and other Eastern 
cities, have set a play hour for the 
little ories. As a resuU, befon> the 
white Iroys add girls are beginnins' 
to rub the sleep out of their eyes of 
mornings, the yellow boys and girls 
of Chinatown are rotnping up and 
down the streets in all the aliandon 
of happy childhood. 

This very early playhonr — in 
summer it is -4:30 o'clock — is due to 
two things. Tire parents like the 
street to be clean and also free of 
vehicles when their olIs(>nng r-omp; 
aud at such an hour uo white devil 
with a little Irlack box is likely to 
l)e slipping about iu an endeavor to 
point the eye of the box al the 
children. 

Here, with the fresh morning air 
tossing tht-ir liltlc pigtails about, 
and ui'ged on by the grown-ups to 
healthful exertiou. Wan Sing, Lee 
Yow, Fong Dow. Lee Chung, Lee 
Mow and their little sisters. Wan 
Hong, Nee Nirod, Huey Chow, Dnng 
Mann, Norn Kong and many other's 
with tquaily funny liamec, play the 
favorite of all their games — 
"saunka. " And it is a favorite 
with Ihe parents, too, for it means 
ruuning and loUi of it, and lliat iu 



time means healthy boys annd girls. 
" Saunka" is a fascinating game 
to a yellow boy or girl. First a 
liitle girl is chosen and stood iu the 
center of the street. Then four 
boys are stationed around her as 
her guards or officers — two in front 
and two behind. Next, the remain- 
ing chihlren divide equally into 
two bodies, and each lines up op 
posite the other on the curb. 

After all are in the places, the 
score keeper, usually an older per- 
son, claps his hands or says "go" in 
Chinese, and the head of one column 
inns in a straigh* line toward the 
little gill, who is called queen, in the 
center of the street. He tries hard 
to touch the queen, and may be he 
does, but more likely the offlcerx 
who face hira shove him out of reach 
of the queen. They do not use their 
hands, out their bodies to do litis. 
Next, the head of the opposing 
column tries to do the same thing, 
and the two officers facing hira like- 
wise endeavor to keep htm from ac- 
complishing his object. So it goes 
down the line, everybfMly taking his 
turn at trying to tou(!h the queen. 

Twenty touches are usually tried 
for. Al itie end of that time the 
scorekeeper announces which side 
has the most touches, and then the 
victors liear off the little girl to be 
their queen. As many as fifty chil- 
dren often take p>«rt in the game, 
but no mailer if there are only en- 
ough for four on a side the game is 
played regiilarlv whenever the 
iveather will permit. 

But while "saunka" is similar in 
many respeiHs to not a few running 
aames of American children, the 
Ciiines" l)oy« and girls at play 
differ {\ov\ Yankee youngsters in 
tliiit they do not carry leasing to 
the point of making one feel hurt or 
cry. IiKleed, the little yellow 
rompers often maintain an amusing 
dignity tluough it all. The most a 
boy does in Ihe way of devilment is 
to sneak up Ivehind a girl and tickle 
her on an ear; or get off another 
hoy's slipper ami make him run 
barefooted after it ; or seat himself 
on the curb and call to a fellow 
playmate: 

" Que to Mienii!"" (^Coine, an«l I'll 
t(>ll yon a story.) 

The victim unsuspectingly squats 
hy the j<ide of his lormentor. 

" Norn qu chei" (when I came 
over), begins the boy, when sud- 
•leiily the listener is pulled back- 
ward l\v the speaker's confederate, 
who has siieakeii up from the rear, 
the six^aker himself gra'is the 
viclim by Ihe heel.>*, and forthwith 
he is carried down the street, the 
two miseliiefmakeis sliouiiii!,' and 
lanirhing while they rtrn. 

With them smile and 1 iiii;h the 
parent.> of all three.

The Czir of Russia travels in a 
railway train, which is a combina 
lion of fortress and prison. The 
ni^rsl amazing features of the train 
are the provisions made to defend 
the life of the Czar against a violent 
attack. 

His attendants are all armed with 
heavy revolvers aud repeater rifles, 
and inside the train, at intervals of 
three yards or so, are little iron 
sentry boxes, iu which sentries arv> 
posted, whose duty it is to be inces 
santly on the alert aaainst surprise. 
The car is heavily plated with 
steel armor, of the kind that is 
used on the most modern warships 
This armor it is calculated, would 
be proof against charges of high 
explosives, aud even against a 
Maxim gun. It is especially strong 
on the liottoms of the ca'S, for it is 
there that an explosion would be 
most likely to take effect. 

A well planned attempt was made 
to destroy the train of tlie late Czar, 
aliout two years before he died; nut, 
although it was derailed and badly 
injuied by the explosion, no harm 
was (tone to the imperial family, on 
account of the strength of the armor 
platinu. The traiir now in nse by 
the Czar is even , stronger than this 
was. 



A great deal is known of the life 
and personality of tfie Czar Nicholas 
II of Russia and very little of Ills 
Majesty the Emperor Mulsuhito of 
Japan. Both w*»re born heirs to 
the thrones of absolute monarchies. 
The Czar is an autocratic ruler to- 
day, but the Japanese Emperor 
fifteen years ago voluntarily sur- 
rendered his authority and made to 
his people the gift of a conslitu- 
ttmal government modeled ou those 
of Germany, Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Ill or'der to understand this act, 
you must rememlier that there is no 
parallel in history for it. N*ver 
before has an absolute monarch, of 
his own free will, yiehled despotic 
power and conferred self-rule on 
his people. What the people of 
most of our Western countries of 
to-day have fought aud died for aud 
wrested from unwilling rnlers, was 
conferred in Japan from a sublime 
sense of justice. 

It was in November, 1897, that 
Mntsuhito. a boy of 15, came out of 
the seclusion in which his imperial 
ancestors had lived for 25 centuries, 
and inaugurated a personal govern- 
ment. Japan was torn by internal 
I'evolutious and w-s passert from 
without try Western nations eager 
for Japanese trade. Five years 
later he sat securely on his throne 
ruling over a united people. At 
once he b»gan for himself 
.'systematic study of Western institu- 
tions, and he gathere<i about him 
men of his own m'nd and set them 
lire task of mo<lerrMzing Japali. It

He is now 62 years of age arrd in 
the prime of his life and pow^»nj. 
Daily he receives his ministers 
witli their reports and is thus kept 
informed of events in every- branch 
of the government. Since tlie war 
began no re^rirnent haw embarked 
\%itl-.oul a personal review by the 
Emperor and Ihe gif; of a flag from 
Ihe Imperial hand. Now he gives 
no public receptions l»ut devotes 
most of his income to the hospiisls 
and to orphaned families of soldiers 
and sailors. 

Noiwiihstandinar his active con- 
duct of pu'd e affairs, the J ipa^ese 
E npeior lives a reiiretl, sicUrded 
life, rarely bciiiK seen in pu' lie 
The r'oj'al palace has nevi-r l>een 
pholoaraphi d. Althonvrh a coiisii- 
tutronal ruler, he is no less m sacred 
■pers«ni, d< s<Tibed rii the Japanche 
conwiiiution as " holding his throne 
of virtue of lineal descent un- 
broken, from Jiminu wlio lived in 
660 B C. anil who created the 
I Japanese aichipelago out of the 
Isea." 

For a man with such an ancestry 
and divine authority lo rule, aiticst- 
ed l>y every soldier who t.«kes the 
oath of allerriance, it is certainly 
extraonlinary to find him, quiet, 
unostentatious, hardworking, thor- 
oughly posted on affairs within and 
without his kingdom, and thor- 
oughly progressive in all things 
pertjiining to governmept, com- 
merce and finance. — S^.

Xlie Oideat loTe-I..etter In 
the World. 



What is believed to the oldest 
love-letter in existence was recently 
discovered in Chaldea. It was writ- 
ten on clay, probably in the year 
2,200 B. C, and is described hh 
follows in the Corriere dellaSera 
{Home) : 

" We possess many love-songs of 
the old Egyptians, but a genuine 
lover-letter hnd not heretofore l>een 
found. Only recently, in Chaldea, 
was a love-letter found, written on 
clay. Though the letter has much 
formality for such a missive, the 
reader can feel the tenderness that 
lies hidden between its lines. The 
dofjument was produed, we should 
say, in the year 2,200 B. o . and 
wuH found ill Sippara, the biblical 
Sephavrani. Apparently the lady 
lived there, while her beloved was 
a resident of Babylon. The letters 
roads: 

"To the lady, Kasbuya (little 
ewe) says Gimil Marduk (the favor- 
ite of Merodach) this: May the sun 
god of Marduk afford you eternal 
life. I write wishing that I may 
know how your health is. Oh, send 
me a message about it. I live in 
Babylon and have not seen you, and 
for this reason I am very anxious. 

Send mo a message that will tell 
tne when you will come lo me, so 
that I may bo happy. Come in 
Marchesvan. May you live long 
for my sake.' 

" Doubtless the summons to come 
in Marchesvan is baseil on the 
writer's wish that she may have au 
opportunity to share with him the 
festivals of that month and the 
gaiety that comes with them. 

"Though no love-letters have 
been found in Eirypt, this country 
may claim t<> have the most beau- 
tiful love-songs. Eirypt was the land 
of eternity; there death was only an 
incident of life, and woman waa 
man's 'belove<l sister' as well in the 
'hidden land' as on earth. This 
beautiful side of the Egyptian char- 
acter is shown most ch'arly in the 
celebrated Siniijof the Harpiat, of 
the y€>ar 2,600 B. C, that probably 
was sung at Ihe Ej^yptian festivals: 

" 'Graciously grant us days free 
from sorrow, H«»ly Father, Come 
nearl Behold, ointments and per- 
fumes bring we unto you; blossoms 
and lilies do we bring to adorn the 
neck of your sister— of her who 
lives in your heart, of her who aits 
there beside you. * Come nearl 
Music and song are greeting you. 

And the days of sadness — these 
have sunk away, and radiant joy is 
smiling and will smile till the day 
on which you will pass into Ihe land 
that loves eteinal silence.'"

It ia propoBwd to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Churob for 
Deaf-Mutea. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, jnst west 
of AmHterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twonty-ftve feet baclt from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediBneand be a center 
(»f rellKious an'l social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Qallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
ere(!tion of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with, which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fltting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty- five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, wiUi a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for '• The Qallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about |3U,00U, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monumeut 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
linaitily endorse the memorial.
